currency has taken place,

is no appropriation 
to continue 
the 


work. 
On account 
of the loss 
and 


wear small notes are 
gradually pass- 


ing away, and 
even 
now tbe banks 


are on tbe eve of a currency 
famine. 


But notwithstanding all tbis, the sec- 
retary 
of the 
treasury 
hesitates 
to 


take tbe responsibility of putting tbe 
fourteen millions of silver now ln the 
treasury, 
in circulation, 
though he 


baa the power to do so. 
While they 


are hesitating the people are suffering 
aud the country willsoon be left with- 
out small change. 
If money 
of a 


larger denomination 
was 
on the in- 


crease the absence 
of cbauge 
would 


not materially damage 
tbe 
country, 


but that too is being rapidly absorbed 
by taxation. 
If tbis state 
of affairs 


continues 
there 
must soon be a gen- 


eral colaps among our Eastern 
breth- 


ren.

sacrifice of national honor,

It will 


be remembered 
tbat silver is thee mon- 


ey of some of the 
European 
nations, 


who have invested largely in United 
States government bonds, and 
as the 


production of silver is largely on the 
increase 
in America, it is the interest 


of those 
countries 
to 
depreciate 
it. 


These nations found willing co-work- 
ers in Wall street, 
New York, 
who 


are makiug millions annually 
by the 


fluctuation of currency. 
These 
latter 


know tbat tbe substitution 
of silver 


for fractional currency, is an entering 
wedge to specie payment, 
and 
will 


soon bring currency up to par 
with 


specie ia which event 
OtHELOs 
occu- 


pation is gone. The production of gold 
in tbe world, in tbe year 1852 was one 
hundred and eigbty-two millions. 
Of 


\u25a0ilver the same 
year forty millions. 


Since 
that 
date 
the 
production 


of gold 
has 
decreased 
while silver 


has 
increased. 
In 
1875 
the 
pro- 


duction was, gold ninety-seven 
mil- 


lions and 
silver 
sixty-two 
millions. 


This being the case 
the 
creditors 
of 


the world are insisting upon gold pay- 
ment and to do 
this 
they 
must 
de- 


monetize 
silver. 
Now the 
question 


arises, ifgold is to be the only money 
how is the business of the world to be 
transacted, 
which is multiplying 
so 


rapidly 
while gold is 
increasing 
so 


slowly ? 
There is but one way, prices 


must decrease 
as the volume of busi- 


ness increases. 
We must 
step 
back 


fiftyyears aud say a penny a day for 
labor and other things 
in proportion, 


But even at that price for labor 
the 


interest on our debts 
must 
be 
paid. 


That is the direction we are now trav- 
eling with the determination 
to make 


gold our only money, unless we should 
find new gold mines. 
But should 
we 


find new deposits of gold large enough 
to supply 
our 
wants, 
we presume 


these same parties would wage a 
war 


against that precious metal too. 
The 


whole object of these 
creditors 
seems 


to be to make money soarce. 
It was 


a terrible 
blow 
against 
the 
Pacific 


Coast to demonetize silver, but they 
are not done yet. 


Business 
in Los Angeles.

of a crisis 


since we can 
remember. 
The oldest 


and wisest men are astonished 
at our 


recuperative 
powers. 
But when 
we 


examine this subject closely 
we 
find 


the causes 
very apparent. 
There is no 


other country in the world that 
pos- 


sesses a soil that will produce with, or 
without rain, as tbe soil ofLos 
Ange- 


les valley. Ifwe 
have 
rain, 
every- 


thing grows on a huge scale, and if we 
have no rain we raise what would be 
a good crop for 
any 
other 
country. 


Our people have an energy and spring 
about them, found in 
no other 
coun- 


try. 
It is 
impossible 
to 
keep 
a 


man down here. 
If a 
merchant, 
or 


farmer fails, and 
is 
thrown 
on his 


back to-day, he is up on his feet, 
and 


going ahead to morrow. 
Whether it 


is the 
invigorating 
Influence 
of the 


climate that stimulates the population' 
to this peculiar 
energy 
which 
they 


possess, 
or whether 
it so 
happened, 


that the most enterprising 
and 
ener- 


getic class from other countries 
came 


here, we cannot teil. 
Be that as it 


may, they are all here, and 
just such 


a people and country cannot be found 
any where else.
